To put it bluntly the widely- 
heralded “new” policy turns out 
to be little more than vo rehash 
of the old one—all the fanfare of 
Jast spring’s public inquiry before 
the National War Labor Board 


has produced exactly nothing 
except a “labor code” for war 
industries. Mr. King said in an- 


houncing the new policy that “the 
Bovernment is prepared to accept 
48 a basis for a revised labor 
policy, the main proposals on 
which the majority and minority 
reports (of the National War 
Labor Board) agree.” But the 
fact that the policy as announced 
Pays practically no attention 
whatever to the labor representa- 
tions before the Board, coupled 
with Mr. Cohen's characterization 
Of the new wage order as a 
“shabby sham" indicates very 
that there were very few 
‘points upon which the majority 
find minority reports did agree.
